THE HAIR AFTER DEATH. 


luatancos lu Which it has Grown 


to Or oat Length, 


The extraordinary fact noted ,ih the 


subjoined narrative, says tho New 
York Herald, is now for the first time 
published; 


In the year 1863 the bodies in the 


vaults of Iho church which then stood 
on the north side of Carmine street, 
near the junction of Varick and Clark 
son streets, was removed. 
In some 


of the vaults the coffins had been 
ranged in tows, as many as ten being 
placed one on lop of the other. 
Up 


to the time that the removal of the 
bodies was begun there had not been 
a burial—i( the placing of a body in 
the vauUs can be so termed--under*- 
r.eath the church for sev. ntecn years 
It was not surprising, therefore, that 
when the men went to work most of 
the coffins were lound decayed, and 
that where there had originally been 
several coffins nothing was found but 
a mass of rotten wood, remnants of 
bones and now and then fragments of 
bodies that held together but had on. 
ly the bare resemblance to skeletons 
of the human body, 


There, were, however, a few coffins 


which were found to be in a fair>state 
of preservation, but even the majority 
ol these fell to pieces at the slightest 
touch. 
The work had lasted nearly a 


week when one day a vault was 
reached in which every coffin but one 
had crumbled. 
Their contents lay in 


scattered heaps on the top of ihe 
casket which had been the first to be 
placed iii the vault. Strange lo say, 
although the workmen made rough 
use of their shovels, this qofiin remain- 
ed intact, and when the last shovelful 
of "rubbish"—as the men called it— 
had been scraped off the lid there was 
no indication that the casket was not 
as strong as the day when it was tend- 
erly laid, ns the friends' of the dead 
One fondly hoped, never to be (Us 
turbed from its resting place. 


One of the laborers with a broom 


swej.t off ihc mould and diut of years 
that covered portions of the lid, and a 
tii in t glitcring near the cenler caught 
their watchful eyes,

tern over the coffin one ol the men

THE WOOL TAHIFF 


Mr, Oowden's Statement Punctur- 


ed by a Writer Who Has Stud 
led th? Question, 
The statement of Hon W. N. Cow- 


den, President of the State Hoard 
of 
Agriculture, 
quoted 
from 
the 


State Journal, that the recent 
tarifl 


bill will diminish the price of wools 
six cents per pound lus been circu- 
lated far and wide. 
No statement 


made to the American public on this 
question (or a good while betrays a 
greater ignorance of the subject. The 
datta seems to be the loose and un- 
authorized statements of a few Cong- 
ressmen made during the debate a 
few weeks ago, which evidently show 
they never consulted original docu- 
ments, 
Let us compare the old and 


the new tariff laws on wool and wool- 
en manufactures, 


First we find that the old law made 


32 cents the dividing line, 
All wools 


costing 32 cents per pound or less 
had a duty of io cents per pound and 
i r per cent ad valorem. 
Now this 


is the wool that comes into competi- 
tion with Eastern Ohio wool, and we 
see by consulting last year's statistics 
that nearly thirteen and a half million 
pounds ol this wool were impelled, 
It will be noticed that the new law 
makes 30 c'c ts the dividing line; all 
above 
has A duty of 12 cents per 


pound; all below, io cents per pound, 
II is a fact that the greater part of 
this thirteen and a half million would 
now fall in the 12 cent class 
Let us 


compare; 
The old duty amounted to 


13,41 cents on a pound costing 31 
cents, which would make il 44,41 
cents. 
Now the new duty on a 


pound costing 31 cents is 12 cents, 
making 43 cents 
The difference is 


1.41 cents per pound. This is the 
reduction, and if one will calculate ho 
will find that it is 9^ per cent, re- 
duction of the old tariff instead of 30 
per cent., which was wildly stated in 
the last Congress and reiterated by all 
the agricultural papers in the country, 
The greatest reduction on any of the 
wools.likely to come into competition 
with Ohio wools only 3,3 cents per 
pound, which is only 24'^ per cent, 
reduction. 
Hut as I have shown, 


most of the wool ol this class now 
comes under the 
12 cents duty, SD 


that the average decrease of price 
will not amount to two cents per 
pound on Eastern Ohio wools, 


Let us now examine another state- 


ment that has been going the rounds, 
originating with Mr Carlisle, of Ken. 
tucky, 1 believe, in the Congressional 
debate, that discrimination was made 
in favor of woolen manufacturers 
against the wool growers, 
The old 


law levied on woolen cloths, shawls, 
etc,, valued at $i or less per pound, 
50 cents per pound and 35 per cent, n<J 
valorem. The new law reduces the 
dividing line lo 30 cents per pound 
and levies 35 cents per pound and 35 
per cent 
ad valorem. 
Now this 


amounts to 21 3 7 per cent of the old 
duty. 
On flannels, blankets, etc., 


not exceeding 30 cents per pound, 
there was 30 cents per pound and 35 
per cent, ad valorem, 
The new law 


strikes off 10 cents per pound. 
If, 


now, the calculation be made it will 
be found that this amounts to 36 4-11 
per cent, ol the old duty, 


Here we have, then, the scale; On 


the products of the wool grower in 
Eastern Ohio there is a reduction 
ranging from 1,41 to 3.3 cents per 
pound, or 9^ per cent, to 24^ per 
cent, of the 
old 
duty, while on 


the products of the woolen manufact- 
urer the re !notions range from 21 3-7 
Kit cent to 36 4-11 per cent. Is this 
disciiminaticn in favor of the manu- 
actf.rer? 
Surely the official figures 


show that the farmer has far less lo 
complain of from the new tariff law 
han his neighbors, the manufacturers, 
These figures certainly show that how- 
CM ur much a man may know about 
-pool producing he may be astound- 
ngly ignorant of some other things.

Hogs Ohoaply. 


No rules can bo given for 


economic nmnngemont of hogs 
will be applicable to all parts of the 
country. In tho South where tho 
winters aro very mild and but little 
grown there is economy in kteping 
hofcs until they aro it least two years 
old. As food is source their gain is 
necessarily slow, and unless they 
aro k(pt longer than in tho corn 
producing regions of tho Northern 
States they will bo small. 
As the 


Southern States aro no bettor for 
producing clover than corn, reliance 
must bo put in substances rarely 
employed as food for hogs in the 
Nortb. Hogs generally have a wide 
range and are allowed to rqn at large 
in the forests whore they eat a large 
amount of nuts, wild fruit and woods. 
They also have the run of blue grass 
pastures and orchard*. 
In case 


grain is lodged in tho flelds hogs 
harvest It in a very primitive man- 
ner. 
They eat the ht-acU and some 


po,rUon of iho leaves, and actually 
waste very Itwle. 
They hav« the 


•kipmed milk of the cowi that are 
i«pt and the slops from the* kitch- 
«pf. In §ome place a tweet potatoes, 
artichokes and ehufaa aro r*isod for 
them. Not uoirrquently ry« is sown 
mmong tbe ungnthercd stilka of corn 
in the early part of f«ll, and the 
cat it aftPr th« crop it 
Corn and other bai vetted grains are 
relied on only for "finishing off" the 


As corn advances in price from 


year to year, farmer* who keep hogs 
nhould study how to feed them with 
the kast expense. For laying oa 
fat no substuneo is tho equal of corn, 
A substitute for it, Inwevor, should 
bo found for feeding to hogs before 
tho fat/toning process commences. It 
should never bo forgotten that tho 
hog is by nature a grazing animal, 
and that it will attain a good growth 
if allowed to food on iorugj crops. 
In this climate good forage plants 
are not in a green state all the your. 
They should, however, be relied on 
for food as long as posalb'o. 
Hod 


clover furnishes an excellent food 
for hogs as long as it lasts. 
An 


acre in rod clover will kosp flvo me- 
dium sized hogs during about llvo 
months in tho year unless a drought 
occurs. ' Orchard grass affords good 
food for hogs, and it springs up 
earlier in the spring Urns rod clover. 
In sorao sections poas and rye can 
be raised for hogs to oat in a green 
state to good advantage, 
In nearly 


all purts of tho country artichokes 
yield abundantly and require very 
little lab jr. They can bo cultivated 
with a plow, end the hogs will dig 
thorn as they require them. 
Tbo 


tubers will remain all winter in the 
ground without injury, so that tho 
crop is serviceable lato in tho fall or 
early in tho spring when other kinds 
of grcon food aro scarce. Hogs may 
generally bo kept in good condition 
during at least half tho year on 
clovor and artichokes, 
Of course 


they will have tho slops from tho 
kitchen and tho sour and 
skimmed 


milk. Experiments in the East up- 
pear to show that hogs will do well 
on clover that has boon proacrvod in 
a silo. If stock bogs can bo kept on 
ensilage with the addition of a little 
corn, mill stuff or linseed-meal dur. 
ing tho winter, tho amount of corn 
required will be quite small and hog 
raising may bo rendered profitable 
in places whore but little corn is 
raised.-r-fChicngo Times,
